The apothegm is trite, but true—‘That 
teen who live in glass houses, should be 
very careful how they throw stones.’ 
Sangston in the course of his letter has 
'twice reproached me with ignorance.-— 
That ignorance is my misfortune I readi¬ 
ly admit, but I have yet to learn, that ig 
norance of itself, except when it results 
from gross, and wilful neglect, attaches 
any reproach or criminality San c s, on 
however, is perhaps, one of the la-d per¬ 
sons on earth, that should haveadrnne .1 
n charge of ignorance against any per¬ 
son, three removes from a total destitu¬ 
tion of mental sanity. Of all others he 
should have approached this subject with 
the utmost delicacy and caution. He 
should have turned his mind to the con¬ 
templation of itself, if such a thing were 
possible. At all events he should have 
recollected that upwards of six years 
have elapsed since he became the Regis¬ 
ter of Wills for Caroline county, and that 
op to the present moment the impenetra¬ 
ble density of his noddle constitutes an 
impassable barrier to the entrance or ad¬ 
mission of all knowledge necessary to 
the performance, or the transaction of 
any part of his official duty. But if you 
have any doubt of the perfect imbecility 
•f his intellect, turn back' and convince 

J ourself by a re-perusal of his letters.— 
Yom a consideration of the narrowness 
of his education, I have, until now, in¬ 
tentionally forborne touching on the sub¬ 
ject uf hi* ignorance, lie ought to have 
manifested a little more modesty, than to 
have reproached me with mine. I will 
not say more, I could not say less on this 
point. 

Having gone through with a very itn 
perfect dissection of Sangston’s second 
letter, I will in the next place, turn your 
attention to a few matters, partly o 
record and partly resting on parole 
testimony, in which Sangston has ac 
ted a conspicuous part—which will go 
far to corroborate the suspicion of his 
defalcalion as Treasurer of the corpora 
tion of Denton, and serve as illustration* 
of the substitutes of some of his absent 

or negative, or non-existent virtues-, ami 
as so mapv exemplifications of some ol 
the most prominent traits of his real 
character. 

The first matter to which T shall coll 
your attention, will rest, for the present 
on my own testimony There is now 
but one living witn'-ss to the farts, beside 
Sangston and myself, and 1 am yet igno¬ 
rant if that witness recollects them—hut 
whether he does or not I consider of but 
little consequence. 

Until the month of May 1927, my o- 
pinion of Mr. Sangston’s honesty, although 
a little shaken by the suspicion of his de¬ 
falcation, still continued such, that the 
mercantile transactions of my family 
were chiefly confined to his store But 


first time, alledged that h“e held my order 
to pay Miss M. Orrell a certain sum of 
money, which l had never refunded to 
him. To this I mnile answer, that ifl 
could not prove that I had paid him the 
amount of the order, 1 would pay it a- 
gain. Not having the order with him 
he went to his house after it, nud on Ins 
return, my account with the vouchers 
was spread out for his examination. Af¬ 
ter lookingover the account, lie observed 
to me, that lie did not sec any credit for 
the dividend on Dafliixs estate— I told 
him no, that he did not, mid, at the same 
time holding up to his view his rlaim »- 
gainst the estate, with Ins receipt annex¬ 
ed, asked him if the signature to that re¬ 
ceipt was not his hand writing. He an¬ 
swered in the affirmative, asserting at the 
same time that T never paid him a cent ot 
the money , nor ever gave his fees credit 
by it. A I ittle irritated at his persevrr 
ing in the denial of the payment of this 
dividend, 1 asked him if he was in thp 
habit of giving receipts for monev which 
he never received, nor an equivalent for 
which he never received, and letting 
them receipts lay over unsettled lor four 
or five years? (Hi* ree-ipt, for the div¬ 
idend, bears datp the 16th day of Aug. 
1921 and he denied the payment of it, in 
th • face of that ’•erei.it, in the earlv part 
May, I8i7.) To this (last question) he 
answered hesitatingly I—I—I dont know 
that I am. Will you. Sir. T demanded, 
angrily, swear point blank that 1 never 
paid you that dividend? To this question 
he answered in the same hesitating man¬ 
ner as ne lid the preceding one, I-l-l 
dont know tha> I would. But 1 believe 
that he would have sworn, directly in 
the face o! his receipt, as you will pres¬ 
ently see lie did in the face of evidence to 
the contrary of his oath, if he had not 
entertainel some doubts, that ( might 
possibly be able to show him how, when 
and in what manner I had paid him.— 
However, rather than abuse him, for 
what I then believed him to be, a fraudit 
lent scoundrel, or become accessary 
his committing perjury, by withholding 
from him the knowledge of the evi 
dence of the manner in which the div 
dend was paid, I shewed him in my bank 
book where I had given him a check on 
the bank of CAroline lor the snme 
mount, and of the same date, specified 
his receipt. 

This satisfied him that the dividen 
had been paid. Il>- then presented th 
order which 1 had drawn on him in fa¬ 
vor of Miss Orrell, the amount of which 
lie alledged I had never paid to him This 
order was drawn in 1922 lor $34 S2ij. 
•be prerisc amount of f* ps for which 
Sangston was responsible to me, payable 
in the some year 1822. In proofthal I 
had paid or satisfied to him the amount 
of that order, I turned to my Ledger, and 
showed him that I had not changed him 
with any fees payable in that year, nor 
•riven him any credit by the order, ob¬ 
serving at the same time that if he claim- 
e I payment of Bu order. I should, as a 
set off, rial the payment of my fees— 
but this, was not satisfactory. I then 
shewed him my list, where his fees wne 
alphah»tted,cross written with the follow¬ 
ing memorandum—"Tickets delivered &. 
assigned to Alary O' roll”—amounting to 
the very sum for which the order was 
drawn, (S4 32$’) and, which, I have no 
doubt, were delivered at the samp 
time the order was presented to him for 
payment. It did not however at that 
time suit his convenience to recollect the 
tickets. His object was to bring me in 
his debt, and he calculated no doubt to

| peated assertions, was just, why did he 
not test the question of the right of pref¬ 
erence of the two judgments by a de¬ 
cision of the Court? Admitting tho de¬ 
cision of the court had been against him. 
if could have placed him in no worse sit¬ 
uation, in a pecuniary point ot view, 
than he now stands—Tbat decision, 
would only have authorised the collection 
oi tlie balanc* of the Bank cluimi out of 
the proceeds of the sale of Brown’s pi op- 
erty, which balance Sangston has vol¬ 
untarily paid, or secured to be paid 
without such a decision. The amplitude 
ol Sangston’s fortune, is well known, 
not to be competent to justify bis libebality 
in giving away, or making presents of 
large sums of money, and consequently, 
the motive which induced him to come 
forward and secure to Ihe Bank the pay¬ 
ment of $378 28 must be sought for in 
some other principle infinitely more 
powerful in its operation than mere gen¬ 
erosity, and we need only look to his 
fears, to discover this principle. Can 
there be a loop on which to hang a 
doubt that Sangston knew Brown owed 
him nothing at the time of executing 
the judgment bond, and therefore, tbat 
all his repeated assertions to the contra¬ 
ry were false? and that his claim to the 
2500 dollars (the principal of the bond) 
was wholly fictitious and unjust? That 
lie also knew,or hnd been informed 'bat 
Brown had retained in his own posses¬ 
sion evidence of this fact, in the shape 
of a formal instrument of writing beaiing 
date simultaneously with the date of the 
judgment hontl, can hardlv be question¬ 
ed. To his knowledge then of thi* cir¬ 
cumstance may be traced his apprehen¬ 
sions of the discovery of the iniquity ol' 
liis conduct, and to his apprehension*, 
the motive which induced him to secure 
the payment of the Rank claims;

Er‘n at a ixeath of wind.’* 
whilst Brown lived, Sangston continued 
to assert the justice of hi* pretended 
claim, because he felt secure, that the 
instrument of writing containing the ev¬ 
idence against him would sleep in con¬ 
cealment, and it was not until n ter 
Brown’s death, when, not knowing 
into whose hnmis, it might fall, nor how 
soon it might rise in judgment against 
him, that he began to feel, and reflect 
on the embarrassment of his situation, 
and on the safest way to extricate him¬ 
self from it: It was not until then, that 
he thought it best to make a virtue of 
necessity and secure the Bank. If stron¬ 
ger evidence be necessary of the false¬ 
hood of Sangston’s repeated assertions 
of the justice of his claim to the twenty 
five hundred dollars or of the iniquity ot 
the claim itself, it will be found in the in¬ 
strument of writing retained by Brown, 
a copy of which follows, 

“Whereas John Brown has executed 
his judgment bond to James Sangston of 
Caroline County in the state of 
Maryland in the penal sum of five thou¬ 
sand dollars lawful money of the Uni¬ 
ted States conditioned for the payment 
of twenty five hundred dollnrs current 
money aforesaid, Now it is expressly un¬ 
derstood and agreed that the said James 
Sangston is to dispose of tbe said sum of 
twenty five, hundred dollars the real 
principal in said bond as shall here¬ 
after be directed by the said John Brown. 
Witness my hand &. seal this 15th day oC

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This instrument ol writing is oi itselt 
a direct and positive contradiction to aii 
Sangston’s repeated assertions ot the 
justice of his claim- For, if Brown had 
been fairly and justly indebted to him 
the whole sum of twenty five hundred 
dollars, or any part ot it, can it 
be believed, Sangston would^ have con¬ 
sented, even by his proxy. Whitely, that 
Brown, at the very time ol executing a 
judgment bond to secure the payment of 
it, should retain in his own hands the 
absolute power to control the future dis¬ 
position ol the money, and if lie chose af¬ 
ter the money should be collected, to 
take it out of Sangston’s pockets &. put it 
into his own?

The Berlin State Gazette communi¬ 
cates the following intelligence, dated 
Frontiers of Poland, Sept. 27th: “We 
have this moment received the news of 
the surrender of Modlin to the Russian 
troops.
